of finance said. 


“When we review designated 
accounts, we are looking at 
money which has been set aside 
foraspecificthing awhile back,” 
Darren Jones said. 


“Over time, some of these ac- 
counts become extinct because 
of lack of interest or because a 
project has been discontinued.” 


Jones said if an account was 
designated for a marching band’ 
or radio station years ago, an in- 
itial sum of money would be set 
aside at the time of the account's 
‘inception. . 


Over a period of years, the ac-- 
count may still exist in the AS 
budget even if no funds had 
since been set aside. 


“If someone came in and saw 


_ these items on the budget with 


no money set aside for them over 
a period of years, it might lead 
people to believe that someone 


‘is doing something wrong with 


AS funds,” Jones said. 


The money from the obsolete 
accounts will then be transfer- 
red into the AS reserve. AS is 


_required to retain at least 6 per- 


cent of its total budget as a 
safety precaution. 


“When we “free the money 


from those old accounts, it be- . 


comes more liquidable,” Jones 
said. | 


“The money will then he kept 
in reserves to accrue interest.”

“When written tradition came about, 
women did not go to school as often as 
men,” Mugambi said. “Families did not 
want to invest in a women’s education 
because she would leave home and get 
‘married. So men took over in written lit- 
erature from what women-had-begun in 
.oral tradition.” 

Some analogies from the ree tribe 
portrayed women as crooked compared to 
men. They likened women to the sky, 
something ‘they could not understand, 
and suggested in their writing that 
women are like invalid men. -.. 

Mugambi quoted Audre Lorde, a black 
American poet,.who said, “I sit wonder- 
me which me will survive all these liber- 


vive?”

Soot from ceremonial candles 
had soiled the ceiling over the 
many years, and the “glue-like” 
substance used several times to. 
“restore” the ceiling had dark- 
ened it, said Duane Chartier, 
‘the other team member. - 

The controversy bruised the 
egos and destroyed the 
philosophies of many artists 
and art critics, but the restora- 
tion transformed the Sistine 
Chapel with its rich colors and 
true pigments. : 

“Art is a beautiful thing,” 
Chartier said, “but also subject 

_ todamage. That’s where we 
.come in.” . 

Chartier and Friend, who are 
teaching an art/museum 
conservation course this semes- 
ter, have been working as art 
tonservators for most of the past 
decade. They operate Conser- 


vArt in Los Angeles, restoring 
old paintings and advising 
artists on materials. 

Their philosophy is preven- 
tive maintenance. “If you don’t 
have to intervene, don’t,” said 
Chartier, a chemist who handles 
the team’s scientific duties. Too 
much intervention leads to 
destruction. 

“A conservator is the guar- 
dian of works of art,” Chartier 
said. “What we're doing is. -. 
slowing down the inevitable 
process of degradation so future 
generations can enjoy the art.” 

Chartier and Friend have 
worked internationally on art’ 
formsranging from High 
Renaissance to the most modern 
styles. In Rome, Chartier was 
commissioned to work on the 
Bernini Angels,stone - « 
sculptures on the Ponte St. 
Angelo. He called the project- 
his grandest accomplishment.

Bizet opera brave but lacking

Combine an aspiring schema with several 
Orange County debuts and the resurrection of a 
rarely produced grand opera and you get “The 

- Pearl Fishers” by Georges Bizet, a brave, if not 
entirely successful, effort by Opera Pacific. 

This saccharin-sweet tale of love inaugurates 
Opera Pacific's ambitious five-year French opera 


‘ cycle, in which they will present many of the 


world’s most famous French operas. Bizet, best 
known for his popular “Carmen,” represents the 
epitome of Romanticism with this tale of passion 
set in the faraway exotic locales popular in 19th 
century France. Soe See 

Opera Pacific demonstrates artistic courage 
with this production. “Les Pecheurs de Perles” 


(The Pearl Fishers) has never demonstrated much’: 


popularity or success in the United States,’ al- 
‘though the hero Nadir’s song of love, “Je crois 
entendre encore,” and the duet pledging eternal 
friendship between Nadir and Zurga, King of the 
Pearl Fishers, rank as some of opera's greatest 
single recordings. _ 

Much of the reason for the rarity of the early 
Bizet work lies directly within the storyline. “Les 
Pecheurs” is the tale of two fishermen in ancient 
Ceylon who are‘in love with the same priestess, 
a woman of incomparable beauty and voice. 

.Just as they pledge to never let anything come 
between their friendship in “Au fond du temple 
saint,” this very same priestess is chosen to pray 
for the fishermen as they make their dangerous 


* dives. While the veiled Leila, a consecrated virgin © 


in service of the goddess, is led to her lonely rock 
of unapproachable vigil, Nadir (Marcello Gior- 
dani) recognizes her and makes himself known 
to the troubled Leila. * 

This action brings to a close the first and best 


act of the opera. Act Two opens with the vicious 


- priest Nourabad, sung superbly by the cavernous 
- bassist Kenneth Cox, warning Leila that the 


punishment for breaking her vows of chastity is 


. death, 


Alone in the temple, Leila senses the presence 
of a watching Nadir. Her lilting cavatina is 
answered by an off-stage Nadir, whose vocal repar- 
tee is haunting. Nadir crawls into the protesting 
and frightened virginal priestess’ bed. Unable to 


resist his amorous advances, Leila (Janice Hall) ° 


succumbs only to be discovered by Nourabad and 
his bulging, brutish fakirs. The lovers are seized 
as a frightened and angry crowd of villagers 
scream for their deaths. 


The work is typical of a classic tragedy in the 
grand opera style until Act Three. Here, Bizet’s 
work unravels into a Disney-like Hollywood pro- 
duction, with the lovers being spared by the heroic 
change in King Zurga, who sacrifices himself to 
the vicious knives of the fishermen so his friend 
and love can live happily ever after. The opera 
ends with Zurga alone and dying on the stage. . 

Bizet’s picturesque and cotton candy storyline 
is delivered in a straightforward anecdotal style 
that leaves the Opera Pacific production in an 


insipid state of triteness sure to appall the serious . 


opara fan. There is no drama, little theater and 
no emotiuns. Fortunately, the emerging Italian 


principo Marcello Giordani delivers a strong per- — 


formance and a little bel canto as well, with ex- 
quisite tonguing and superb delivery of the all-im- 
portant aria. 

» Hall, making her local debut as the Brahman 
priestess, unfortunately was not in peak form, 
with a few stray notes and a decided lack of projec- 
tion and presence.

With the emergence of ABC's 
“Into the Night,” Talk-show host 
and disk jockey Rick Dees is try- 
ing to find a niche in a field that 
has beeri dominated by such 
luminaries as David Letterman, 
Johnny.-Carson, and Arsenio 
Hall. The casualty list is a long - 
one, featuring a role call of Pat 
Sajak, Alan Thicke, and Joan 
Rivers, to name a few. So what 
does “Into the Night” have that 
so many other shows don’t? 

Her name is Lisa Canning. 

Canning, best known as the 
KDAY morning drive-time disk 
jockey, is the first on-camera 


‘female announcer on the talk 


show circuit. And while the title 
may be a little dubious, what she 
does on the screen is vitally im- 
portant to setting the tone of the 
show--whether it be rescuing 


’ Dees from a poor monologue or 


helping out with the shows vari- 
ous skits and promotions. Since 
the show.is a young one and is 
competing ‘against the other 
late-night giants, Canning is 
aware of the tough climb that 
she faces with Dees. But it 
doesn’t faze her at all. 

“That's what makes it fun. 
Competing with . the _ best. 
There’s been nothing else like it 
on television. We're not trying to. 
be Letterman, Arsenio or any- 
body else.” 

‘While some critics might 
argue “Into the Night” is not 
ground-breaking material, 
Canning is aware that what she 
is doing can be considered in- 
novative, especially in an indus- 
try where women and minorities 
don’t always get the same kind 
of . treatment, ‘salaries,~ or 
budgets that many white males 
get. Canning is keenly aware of 
this. 

“I see a lot more blacks getting 
great roles in movies and televi- 
sion. I think the key, though, is 
behind the camera. I think we 
need more directors, more pro- 
ducers, more people involved in 
the business end,” she said. And 
while a you’can toss out names 
like Spike. Lee, Eddie Murphy, 
and Robert Townsend, Canning 


Lisa Canning : 
the industry isn’t really chang- 
ing. 

“It's nice that Spike is out 
there and Robert Townsend and 
Eddie are out there doing some 
things, but it still isn’t where it 
should be in 1990.” 

Canning, a Virgin Islands na- 
tive, got her start in radio at a 
high school radio station, “just 
for fun.” After landing a job at 
a local station, she began fine 
tuning for her career in radio. A 
couple of years and cities later, 
Canning ended up in Los 
Angeles with little money and’ 
the determination to meet the 
program director of the urban- 
contemporary radio 
KDAY. According to Canning, 
she felt if he could just meet her, 
he would hire her. : 

“He made me sit in the hall- 
way for hours before he saw me. 
He said, ‘you're still here?’ He 
then took me to the production 
studio, put me on the air for an 
hour, and then he hired me,” she 
said. i : 

It is that kind-of persistence’ 
that has allowed Canning to ad- 
vance in the entertainment in- 
dustry. She became music direc- 
tor at KDAY, giving recording 
artists Salt ‘N’-Pepa and Tone 
Loctheir first break. Two years 
ago she relenquished that title 


to pursue a career in acting,She 


has appeared on a few sit-coms, 
and her biggest exposure was a 


station, ' 


guest appearance on “A Differ- . 


ent World.” Along with the expo- 

sure, Canning came to some 

realizations about show-biz.

All of the songs on the album 
protest cruelty to animals.

Interestingly enough, the best 
songs on the album are done by 
the more obscure bands. Aleka’s 
Attic’s “Across The Way” was 
written by actor River Phoenix 


and is arguably the best song on 


the album. 

“Tame Yourself’s” large vari- 
ety, however, turns out to be its 
downfall. If you are a fan of one 
of the artists, there is really no 
sense in purchasing “Tame Your- 
self” because many of its songs 
have either been released previ- 
ously or will likely appear on the 
artists’ next albums. . 

Taken as a whole, ‘the album 
is passable. There are no singles,

But if you really want to do- 


beat, violins and a unique blues 
guitar sound that give the song 
an unusual flavor. :

treats an audience. For instance, 
one of two pieces of advice he 


‘gave was to “... never lie to an 


audience, They deserve better.” 
The second piece was directéd to 
young comedians just starting 
out. . 

“Just do it.” The people at 
Nike need to meet this guy. 

Of course, even. professionals 
have to start somewhere. 
McTigue began his career as an 


‘actor, and got into stand-up com- 


edy by writing routines’ for a

“I saw the stuff working for 
him,” he said, “so, I thought, 
‘Hell, it would work for me.” 

At first, McTigue’s logic didn't 
hold true. The best description 
he had of his failed attempt was

Paul Livingston’s first taste of 


American. beer went down a bit 


smoother than he expected — or . 


feared. 

Livingston, the 19-year-old 
guitarist for the Trash Can 
Sinatras — a fresh-faced Scot- 
tish Band ‘which has just con- 
quered the American college 
_ radio scene — confessed to some 
anxiety before embarking on 
the band’s first tour of the 
United States. 

He was too young to buy a beer 


~inan American bar, even though 


Livingston and his band mates 
were cover-tune veterans ‘of the 
local pub circuit in their native 
Scotland before they released 
their smash debut 
“Cake” last year. 

Once in America, Livingston 
found a solution to his dilemma. 

“I managed to get some beer, 
he said. “I never told the 
barman I. was only 19. I just 
asked for a beer. He said, ‘No 
problem.” : 

The response should come as 
no surprise to anyone who has 
heard “Cake,” or who managed 
to catch one of the Trash Can 
Sinatras’ live shows during the 
band’s two-stop swing through 


* Southern California last week. 


In both gigs — first at UC San 
Diego's Triton Pub and a night 
later at The Roxy in Hol- 
lywood — the Sinatras matched 
the polish and composure of 


album : 


Beer, “Cake,” and guitars with the Trash Can Sinatras. 


their breakthrough album with 

spirited concert performances. 
Frank Read, the band’s 

frontman, sang’with charisma 


and conviction. Livingston 
sprinkled the concert halls with 
the glittering, harmonized 


guitar lines that are so charac- 
teristic on “Cake.” 

And the rest of the Sinatras 
were caught up in the ad- 
renaline of their first full- 
fledged American tour as well. 

John Douglas, who supplies 
the Sinatras’ rich acoustic 


guitar textures and background 
vocals, sipped a scotch and puf- 
fed at a Marlboro backstage 
after the Roxy concert. 

“This was the best audience 
we've had s6 far,” Douglas said, 
“It's nice to look down in the 
front rows and see the people 


_ singing along with you.” 


That friendly, ° sing-along 


quality that gives “Cake” the 


feel of a familiar standby from 
your record collection, even after’ 
the first few spins. - 

Four years ago, Livingston; 
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_ Where | 
_worked as a sound engineer. 


Read, arid’ Douglas met at The 
Crown, a pub in Irvine, Scot- 
land, a drafty town on the high- 
land's ..west seaboard. They 


shared an interest in music, and- 


after bass player George McDaid 


‘|-and drummer Stephén Douglas 


(John’s younger brother) joined 
them, they ventured into the 
pub scene, playing covers and 
getting paid in drinks. 
But the Prash Cans’ biggest 
breakthrough camp when they 
purchased a 24-track recording 
studio. in nearby’ Kilmarnock, 
Read _had formerly 


“The guy was selling it to us 
cheap, which was a_ bonus,” 
Livingston said. 

So were the informal laid- 
back recording sessions that the 
studio afforded the Sinatras. 
The band would record for ‘a 
while, go across the street to a 
pub for a while, then return to 
the studio. 

It was a much more desirable 
pace than the frenetic.rush of 
the London’ studios, 
bands often record for up to 
1,000 pounds per hour {about 
$1,800). : 

The album “Cake” — full of 
brimming harmonies, layers of 
guitars, and lyrics soaked in pun 
and parody — was released in 
Britain last March to glowing re- 
views. The first single was 
“Obscurity Knocks,” a release 
which Britain’s New Musical Ex- 
press anointed as “perfect, crys- 
talline, divine, confident,” and 
“a miracle of life.” 

The song, which opens with 
Douglas’ warm acoustic strums, 
took five tries in the studio to 
get just right. Livingston de- 


scribes it as “extravagant sound-. 


ing.” 

The rest of the album is loaded 
with memorable hooks, includ- 
ing “Only Tongue Can Tell,” — 
by now a KROQ standard — 
which features Livingston's 


riff.

Livingston, Douglas, and 
Read do most of the original : 
songwriting. 

“There's a little bit of every- 
body in every song,” Livingston 
said. “It’s nice and fair. Each guy 
comes up with a bit. But I’m the 
biggest guy in the band. Nobody 
would try and pick a fight with ‘ 
me.” 

In concert, the Sinatras frame 
their music by taking the stage 
to the sweet strains of Abba's . 
“Dancing Queen” over the house 
loudspeakers, then ending their 
encores with their own high-oc- 
tane version of “Down by the 
Riverbank,” a raw rocker by the 
Jam — in remembrance of their 
own roots in the pubs. 


Still, Douglas admitted that ...... 


the band is most at home play- 
ing in the studio. On tour, the 
Sinatras introduced several new 
songs — including the playful 
‘T’ve Seen Everything” and the 
atmospheric “Orange Field.” 
The quintet hopes to have a sec- 
ond album out by summer. 

“We feel a bit uncomfortable 
doing these new songs, but only 
because most of the audience 
has never heard them,’ "Douglas 
said. 

Livingston concedes that the 
vast gap between today -and 
1988, when the Sinatras: first 
formed as a unit, is a vast one. 

“Back then, I was still at 
school, and the other guys were 
working at jobs, and we were 


writing songs at night.” he said. _ 


“Now it’s what we do fora living. 
It’s a bit more pressure, aye, but 
it’s good pressure.” 

Especially when you can work 
off the sweat with a well- earned ~ 
beer.

_ David Lee Roth 
A Little Aint, Enough 
I really wanted to like this 
album. It had the possibility to 
put David Lée Roth back on the 
map after not having recorded 
for almost three years. Get this, 
the album was made in Van- 
couver which, lately, has been a 
north-of-the-border haven for’ 
such guitar-driven acts as Mot- 
ley Crue,-Aerosmith and Cana- 
dian hero Brian Adams.. Bob 
Rock, who produced The Crue’s 
“Dr. Feelgood” and The -Cult’s 
“Sonic Temple”, manned the 
. boards for this one. Even singer/ 
songwriter Robbie Nevil (“C’est 
Le Vie”) helped write a few 
_ songs. ; 
So much for high expecta- 
tions. ° 
The album disappoints, al- 
though it does have its mo- 
ments. Begin with the first song, 
“A Lil’ Ain't Enough,” and you’ve 
got 4:42 of adrenaline; a heavy. 
metal/synth pop jam reminis- 
cent of the days when Roth had 
a better working relationship 
with some other band with a re- 
ally rad guitarist. The next 
song, “Shoot It,” is cut from the 
same cloth as. Aerosmith’s 
“(Dude) Looks Like A Lady.” 


No surprises on David Lee Roth’s latest effort. 


Heavy on the brass section and 
the smart-ass posturing by the 
lead vocalist. (You were expect- 
ing otherwise with Roth?). The 
last song, “Drop In The Bucket,” 
has the beat. of “Dr. Feelgood” 
without sounding like a cheap 
copy, and Roth plays it off rather 
convincingly. 

The eight songs sandwiched 


' in between are a peculiar combi- 
. nation of wannabe Bon Jovi 


(“Baby’s On Fire,” “Last Call”), 
John Cougar Mellencamp (' ‘Sen- 
sible Shoes,” “Hammerhead 


Shark”) and really bad Whites- ' 


nake, (as if there was really good 
Whitesnake). The songs are all 
nitely done, very polished and 
professional.-But, then again, if 
that’s any reason to buy an 
album, my CD collection would 
be stockpiled with Taylor Dayne, 
Milli Vanilli, Vanilla Ice, and De- 
Barge.
